And Research W ork As 


An Aid 


Experimental and research work, 
promoted by, and under the guidance 
of, the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture, has made great strides in Can- 
ada during recent years. It is esti- 
mated, for instance, that the discov- 
ery of Marquis wheat by the Cereal 
Division of the Experimental Farms 
Branch has enriched the wheat grow- 
ers of the three prairie provinces by 
$20,000,000 annually, and that the in- 
troduction of Preston, Stanley and 
Huron wheats into the other prov- 
inces has brought about a gain of at 
least half a million dollars yearly. 
But wheat is not the only grain that 
has profited immensely through the 
work carried on at the Experimental 
Farms. By the introduction of Dau- 
beney, Victory, and in particular Ban- 
ner oats, a gain has been made of over 
$9,000,000 annually, while other new 
grains, such as barley, flax and peas, 
have proven responsible for an in-} 
crease in value of $3,000,000 annually. 
All of these must and will develop in 
still greater profit to the country 
Experiments in plant breeding work 
with garden and field crops have led} 
to the discovery of many new varie- 
ties, such as the Melba Apple, Early |

THE 
Innovations In a 
British Air Express 


Many Novelties Introduced for In- 
formation of Passengers. 

A new De Haviland eighteen Con- 
tinental “air express” plane, improved 
in details, has come into service on 
the London-Paris airway, according 
to an aeronautical correspondent of 
the London Times. It is now cal- 
culated that with a fleet of such ma- 
chines, operating constantly on a 
route like London-Paris>.a full load 
of passengers can be carried by air at 
a maximum speed of 13 miles an hour, 
and an average “cruising” speed of 
108 miles an hour, for a total cost per 
passenger per mile of not more than 
314d., which is the rate of the first- 
class railway fare in England. 

One of the innovations in this new 
express plane is a printed list, dis- 
played in the saloon, of hints and in- 
structions for air travellers, They 
are informed, for example, that the 
machine is inherently stable; that if a 
few “bumps” are experienced, these 
will be due mainly to wind-gusts, 
and should in no way inspire fear. 
The passenger is recommended also, 
to relax himself; to take things easy; 
to sit comfortably in his chair, rather 
than to hold on tight. It is pointed 
out that it is permissible to move 
about the saloon—this making no dif- 
ference to the stability of the ma- 
chine, as some nervous passengers 
seem to think it might.

New Colonization Policy 


Planned by B.C, Government for 
Settling Unoccupied Lands. 

A comprchensive colonization pol- 
icy is being planned by the British 
Columbia Government for the pur- 
pose of settling some of the vast 
areas of unoccupied lands in that | 
province. Experienced farmers are 
the class of men who it is desired to 
bring in and to these men it is pro- 
posed to loan a sufficient sum of 
money, up to $2,500, to help to get 
started. 

As in the other western provinces 
of Canada, colonization is the great- 
est problem of the country. Only 
one acre in 808 of the province's total 
area is under the plough, or one acre 
in every eighty suitable for agricul-| 
ture. In 1920 350,000 acres were be- 
ing cultivated. TO double this farm- 
ed acreage would mean double pro- 
duction and sufficient farm produce} 
would be marketed to wipe out the} 
heavy imports of foodstuffs now 
necessary. 


Saskatchewan Creameries. 

In 1920 forty-seven creameries oper- 
ated in Saskatchewan produced seven 
million pounds of butter, Five new 
creameries are in course of erection 
of Yorkton, Assiniboia, Weyburn, 
Shaunavon and Empress. There is! 
only one cheese factory in the prov- 
ince which produced 28,367 pounds of 
cheese last year,

Japanese Buy 
Canadian Sheep 


150 Shropshires Were Shipped Re- 
cently From Ontario. 

Mr. Salto, representing the Japan- 
ese Department of Agriculture and 
Commerce, has recently purchased, 
through J. H. Patrick & Son, of Il- 
derton, Ontario, 150 Shrops for ship- 
ment to Japan. The Japanese had! 
previously made some purachases of 
sheep in England and the United 
States,|but this is the first purchase 
made in Canada, In addition to the 
purchases made here, 408 Ramboul- 
liets have been bought in the United 
States. 

Sheep husbandry is a new thing in 
Japan. Fourteen years ago accord- 
ing to statistics compiled by the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture, 
there were less than 4,000 in the 
whole country, and even today the 
number is estimated at less than 60,- 
000, ‘There is not room either for 
much expansion of animal husbandry 
of any kind in Japan itself, as the 
original empire with a population 
approaching 70,000,000, has only about 
40 per cent. of the area of Ontario. 
Tf, however, Japan obtains a consid- 
erable foothold in Siberia, as she pos- 
sibly may, she may develop largely 
along all agricultural lines.

Europe’s Surplus Women 


May Exercise a Stronger Political In- 
fluence Than Before the War. 

What the war did to disturb the 
ratio of male to female population in 
Europe is indicated by the statistics 
published in Berlin showing a super- 
fluity of 15,000 women, Where 
are they to find husbands? The 
question is asked with grave concern 
on the apparent assumption that 
marriage is still the manifest destiny 
of the sex. But it is conceivable 
that a considerable proportion of 
them will accept spinsterhood with 
a better grace than would have been 
the case a decade ago and find con- 
solation for domestic life in a career. 

At all events, it is probable that 
the women of the Teutonic countries 
of Europe, from sheer force of num- 
bers, will exercise a stronger political 
and social influence than cver be- 
fore. The war, while altering their 
marriage status, has inevitably in- 
creased their economic importance. 

Yet will the contradictory result oc- 
cur there of an increase of marriages 
in the face of a proportional decrease 
of men of marriageable age? ‘This 
is what has happened in France, 
where the number of marriages in 
1920 was double that in 1913, rising 
from 312,036 to 623,869. For the first 
time in six years there were more 
births than deaths in France last 
year, the excess amounting to 139,999. 
Allowing for a corresponding increase 
of German marriages, there would 
still remain a great body of single 
women with a preponderating bal- 
ance of social power in their hands.— 
The New York World.

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Fifty Years Of Progress 


The Canada Highway 


Tremendous Growth of the Dominion| All- ‘Canada Road Finished In Five 


In Half a Century. 


To compare conditions in Canada 
today with those of 1867, the ycar of 
the Confederation, is something of a 
revelation, even to those who are 
fully alive to the fact that the inter- 
vening years have been an cra of pro- 
gress. Since the provinces were unit- 
ed the railway mileage has increased 
from 2,288 to 38,896 last year, and 
the number of bank branches from 
123 to 4,500. Grain elevators were 
entirely unknown in 1867, and from 
being regarded doubtfully as a poss- 
ible wheat-growing country, Canada 
has consistently carried off the first 
honors of the American Continent for 
ten years. The capital invested in 
manufactures in 1867 was less than 
$78,000,000, whereas-last year it had 
reached $3,034,301,915. Canada’s pre- 
sent position as a mineral producing 
country is worthy of note. . The coal 
supply is equal to 17 per cent. of the 
world’s supply,-and of certain min- 
eralg the Dominion has practically a 
world monopoly. Canada now pro- 
duces 90 per cent. of the cobalt, 88 
per cent, of the asbestos, 85 per cent. 
of the nickel, and 32 per cent. of the 
pulpwood. ‘Twelve per cent. of the 
world’s production of silver and 4 per 
cent. of the gold comes from Canada. 
~—United Empire, 

Five Per Cent. Electrified. 

The United States leads the world 
in eagerness to adopt modern con- 
veniences—and yet, according to a 
statement made at a recent gathering 
of electrical industrial experts in Bos- 
ton, the United States is only 5 per 
cent. electrified.

The Weather Prophet Again 


Cold Winter In Prospect, 
Professor Predicts. 


That this winter will be a cold one 
is the indication of weather data com- 
piled by Dr, C. F. Brooks, associate 
professor of meteorology and clim- 
atology at Clark University, New 
York. An analysis of the weather 
records of more than a century indi- 
cates that we are experiencing a series 
of alterations of severe and warm 
winters. Last fall, on the basis of 
his investigation, Dr. Brooks said that 
the winter would be warm, It was, 
and now he says that it is not unrea- 
sonable to expect that next winter 
will be a cold one, and that the win- 
ter of 1922-23 will be a warm one. 


Elks Increasing in Number 


Close Season in Saskatchewan Has 
Proved of Benefit. 


The elk family is increasing in num- 


bers in Saskatchewan as the result of| 


the ban placed on the killing of the 
animals by the Provincial Government 
three years ago. While as many as 
100 clk have been seen in one town- 
ship in the northern part of the prov- 
ince, they are not yet -in sufficient 
numbers as to justify an open sea- 
son, says Fred Bradshaw, chief game 
commissioner, He suggests . that 
their protection be assured by the 
building of a provincial clk preserve.

Proper Ventilation of Barns Is Essen- 
tial to Health of Stock. 


More especially when feed is scarce 
is it important that farm animals 
make the best use of what they con- 
sume. Cattle or other stock stabled 
in quarters that are too cold, or on 
the other hand, where proper ventila- 
| tion cannot be provided, will not only 
fail to put on flesh, but also to give 
milk to their full capacity. “ While 
cattle can accustom themselves to un- 
favorable stable conditions, it is bet- 
ter to provide conditions as near per- 
fect as is practicable. Cattle living 
in a cold temperature will take on 
much heavier coats of hair than those 
which are warmly housed. ‘This abil- 
ity to adjust themselves explains in 
some measure the success that attends 
feeding cattle for becf in open sheds. 
No successful farmer, however, would 
think of keeping dairy cows in open 
sheds in the winter time, nor of keep 
ing them in a stable in which the air 
temperature is not to some extent 
controllable. 

It is conceded by livestock authori- 
ties that it is worth whole to provide 
for a proper ventilation of all stock 
barns. A necessary factor in stable 
ventilation is to so construct the walls 
as to practically exclude the air, and 
to have the windows and doors so fit- 
ted as to avoid draughts of air blow 
ing on the animals. The ventilation 
system should be independent of 
other avenues of air. 


Experimental Farms Bulletin No. 
78, available at Ottawa, points out 
that the air in a stable where the 
thermometer shows several degrees 


of frost may easily be very Hill 
Matters should be so atranged, it is 
pointed out, that there shall be Aut 
the right number of saint in the 
stable, allowing, say, from 600 to 800 
cubic feet of air space for cach cow 
two years old and over With a well 
built stable thus filled with cattle, it 
is pointed out that the capacity of the 
j outlet should be about 15 square in- 
ches for each animal, while the con- 
trolled inlet should be about 8 square 
inches for each animal.

Reminiscences of Gallant Seaman 
Who Braved Arctic Perils, 

The other day at Hull, there died 
at the great age of ninety-seven, a 
captain, Richard Tether, who was the 
last link with those active Arctic ex- 
peditions in search of the remains of 
Franklin’s party, every searching ex- 
pedition bringing reports of import- 
ance to geographical science. Tet- 
her's death is the occasion of a look- 
ing backward to the search for a 
northwest passage to the Pacific, 
especially to Sir John Franklin’s last 
expedition and to the expeditions for 
his relief, and later for the purpose 
of discovering what happened to the 
“Erebus” and the “Terror” and their 
gallant passengers,
